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HOUSE JO NT RESOLUTI ON
CONSTI TUTI ONAL AMENDMENT

RESOCLVED, BY THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTATI VES OF THE
NI NETY- THI RD GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF THE STATE OF ILLINO S, THE
SENATE CONCURRI NG HEREI N, that there shall be submtted to
the electors of the State for adoption or rejection at the
general election next occurring at least 6 nonths after the
adoption of this resolution a proposition to anend Section 8

of Article IV of the Illinois Constitution as foll ows:

ARTI CLE IV
THE LEG SLATURE

(ILCON Art. 1V, Sec. 8)
SECTI ON 8. PASSAGE OF BILLS

(a) The enacting clause of the laws of this State shal
be: "Be it enacted by the People of the State of Illinois,
represented in the CGeneral Assenbly.”

(b) The General Assenbly shall enact laws only by bill.

Except for bills for raising revenue, bills may originate in

ei ther house, but may be anended or rejected by the other.

Al bills for raising revenue shall originate in the House of

Representatives; but the Senate nay propose or concur with

anendnents as on other bills.

(c) No bill shall beconme a |aw without the concurrence
of a mpjority of the nenbers elected to each house. Final
passage of a bill shall be by record vote. In the Senate at
the request of two nenbers, and in the House at the request
of five nenbers, a record vote may be taken on any other
occasion. A record vote is a vote by yeas and nays entered on
t he journal

(d) A bill shall be read by title on three different
days in each house. A bill and each anendnent thereto shal

be reproduced and placed on the desk of each nenber before
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final passage.

Bills, except bills for appropriations and for the
codification, revision or rearrangenent of |aws, shall be
confined to one subject. Appropriation bills shall be limted
to the subject of appropriations.

A bill expressly anmending a law shall set forth
conpletely the sections anended.

The Speaker of the House of Representatives and the
Presi dent of the Senate shall sign each bill that passes both
houses to certify that the procedural requirenents for
passage have been net.
